Continued Prosecution Application 

1 . The request filed on October 5, 2000 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) 
under 37 CFR 1 .53(d) based on parent Application No. 08/945,574 is acceptable and a CPA has 
been established. An action on the CPA follows. 

Abstract 

2. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1. 72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 3 1 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

Claim 31 recites the limitation "the amino acid" in line 6. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 34 appears to be a repetition of claim 29. It is suggested that this claim be canceled. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(f) he did not himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented. 

5. Claims 29, 3 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) because the applicant did not invent 
the claimed subject matter. These claims are directed to the same invention as that of claim 7 of 
US Patent No. 6,063,61 1 which lists only one inventor, i.e. Pieter Van Solingen. Please note that 
SEQ. ID No. 1 of the patent is the same as SEQ. ID. No 2 of the present application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 5, 1 6, 1 8 and 1 9 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: None of the prior art of record teaches, discloses or 
suggests a method of laundering cotton-containing fabrics in the manner as those recited in 
particular, wherein each cellulase has a ratio of tensile strength loss to antipilling properties of less 
than 1 and wherein the fabric is contacted with an aqueous laundering solution consisting 
essentially of 0.01 mg/1 to 0.2 mg/1 of the cellulase. In addition, none of the prior art of record 
teaches, discloses or suggests a laundry detergent composition consisting essentially of 0.8 ppm to 
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80 ppm of a cellulase or mixture of cellulases, wherein each cellulase has a ratio of tensile strength 
loss to antipilling properties of less than 1 .
